Fire Control Chief Asks 
That Budget Be Doubled 


Everglades Fire Control Chief 
Guy D. Bender asked the budget 
commission for an increase in his 
budget for: the forthcoming two- 
year operation. Chief Bender's 
budget would go up from $142,000 
for the current two-year period to 
$299,508, more than double. 

Chief Bender told the budget 
commission he would need. $30,- 
000.00 for new trucks, $70,000 for 
new tractors and $13,000 for new 
hose. He also asked for a 10 per- 
cent salary increasd for his men, 
but for no increase in his own sal- 
ary of $5,235 a year. The salary 
increase would run from $200 to 
$300 a year for employees. 

Chief Bender told Gov. Dan Mc- 
Carty, other members of the State 
Budget Commission and legislat- 
ors that he needs new equipment 
to replace tractors and trucks that 
go back to 1935 in vintage. 

He pointed out that Everglades 
fires have at times burned for 30 
days, filling the area to the coast- 
al cities with dense clouds of 
smoke which prevent planes from 
landing and have threatened to 
force the closing of race tracks.
